There being 1umpoſition of Exciſe, upon teveral numerous Commodities, and inparticular {amongſt thereſt) upon Zrad, Tinn, Copper Plates, and all Silver WH{yer; 
Now in regard of the urgent neceſſity toradvance and ſupply of very great Summes of Mfoxey, toſupport the weighty ; and defray he publick incident Charges una- 
voidable , requiſite for preſervarion» and the ſecurity of the Common- Wealth's Peace and-profperity for the future; It is humbly offered to the grave and ſerious ap- 
probation and acceptance of the Honourable Aſſembly of Parliament, thata Bill may be forthwith prepared and preſented, to paſſe inroan ARtor an impoſition of 
Exciſe upon all ſorts of Silver Plate whatſoever, which ſhall amount to the waightof b alf one Once inthe piece, and ſo upward, cither already wrought, or that ſhall 
be wrought forthe future , impoſivg the rate of ſix pence upon every Ounce at theleaft; And that in order thereunto, all ſuch Perſon, or Perſons as are poſlellors, 
or proprietors ofany Plate, be it more, or be itlels, may be ltriftly enjoyned to bringit all in upon Oath, at, or before a certain time expreſly to be limiredunto ſome 
deſigned place, orplaces, fit and convenient {or rhat purpoie: thereto pay the (aid Exciſe proportionably, according rotheexaQt weight thereof, for the immediate 
u'c ofthe Common. Wealth ; and that then allo, every piece of $//ver Plare fo Exciſed ſhall have fome diſtinguithing Stamp, or Mark {et upon it, betides the Hall mark, 
and l;kewiſe be duly Regiltred, whereby it may be knows to be Fx: i{e4, and that itbe provided in the (aid Bill (fo to be prepared as aforeſaid) in caſe of any Perſon, or 
Pertons rctutall herein; a clauſe of contiication, and fort-iture of the Plare, exceptthe Owner,-or Owners, do cither ſell ituntothe Gold-Smiths, orbring it into the

 Indrawing up of the faid Bill, a fuitable Proviſion ro be madealto for timeto come,that all ſort and ſizes of wrought Silver Platewhatſoever, amounting tothe weight 
of naifone Ouncethe /iece, and upward, ſhall beſo Ex:7cd 15 aforciaid, a d receiveltylike manner the faid publick diſtinguiſhing Stamp or Mark, and be duely Regi- 
{tied beforeir be fould , uponthe penalty of forfeiture, as atorelaid : and that atthe weighing, marking, and Regittring all ſuch P/aze, as is , or ſhall be wrought up for 
Sail, the ſaid Gold Smmirh to pay the laid Exe , duce unto the State: and be moreover ftriftly enjoined, not to enhance the ordinary rate and price of S/{ver Plate unto 
the Buyer, above the proportionable value of the Exciſe he payes out of tis own Purſe and if at any timc, any Exc:/ed Plate ſhall be [old ro the Gold Smith, which he ſhall 
{ell again for old Plaze, as he bought it, then Exu/e Money not to be demanded, orpaid aſecond time, but in caſe itſhall be melted, and wrought up anew, then onely 
to be Exciſed,nme Marked Regiſtred,befſore the Sail thercof,at the reccipt of the Touck,and Hall mark; as aforeſaid. 

Whereas there is much $/ver Plate, fome {orts whereof,are parcell-guilded, and others richly guilded all oyer; It is humbly conceived requiſite that Proviſion be al. 
ſo madcin the (aid Bill for the bringing in ofall ſuch Plaze, as atorcſaid : and thatan impoſition of three Pence on the Ounce be {ct on that which is parcell guilded, 
more then is upon plain Si/ver Plate, that is, nine Pence the Ounce: and that which isdouble-guilded, fix Pence on the Ounce more then upon plain Sever Plate, that 
is twelve Pence on the Ounce, which by reaſon of the great waiſt of Gold being foſcarcein the Nation, is but moderate : and that if any S{ver Plare, richly guilded, or 
parcell gujlded Plaze whatſoever, ſhall not, according to the ſaid Proviſions and appointments, from time to time be brought in, to be W cighed, Excz/ed, Marked and 

Regiſtred, as aforclaid, the ſame ſhall [after a certaintime in the ſaid Bill to be limited } become liable to confiſcation and forfeiture by way of diſcovery, the one moic- 
ty, ot half part, toaccrew unto the Statc, and the other moiety, or half part, tothe diſcoverp, or diloycrers, for reward and encouragement, Cre.

T= great ſcaricty of Golden Cer inthe three Nations (as is humbly conceived) deſervedly requireth your Honours ſerious refleQion, and due conſideration: that as 
our Gold hath been tranſported, to the loſle of the publick Stock ofthe Nation,and general decay of Trade,fo alſo hath it been,and is in too great meaſure convert- 
cd unto ſeveral things of unneceffary uſes which might well be ſpared , eſpecially inſuch times as theſe : as Bowles, Crpps, and ſeveral other Yeſbels , Chaines >» Bodkins ; 
Thimbles, Seales, Rings, Watches, Watch-Caſes, Lockets, and. Medalts, Tablets for Piitumes, Handles for Fanns, &e. It istherefore moſt humbly offered tothe Honurable 
Aſſembly of Parliament, that all Gold, ſo converted and wrought up for any kind of uſe belides current Coyy, or that ſhall hereafter be {6 wrought, may in like manner as 
Silver Plate, haveanimpolition of Exc1/e, (er, at the rate of ix Pence at leaſt upon every Penny- weight, with the ſame Proviſions and limitationsas are mentioned in the 
foregoing Propoſalls for Silver Plate : andthe like Proviſiontobe made , that the Owners may have liberty ( within ſome certain time limited) ether to {ell all ſuch 
Gold, ſo converted, to the Gold Smiths, orto bring the ſameto the Mint tobe Coynedfor themſelyes; otherwiſe, being Yuexc/ed, and made out by way of diſcovery, to 
becantfiſcate, and forfeited, as inthe foregoing Prope/als is expreſſed. This impoſediate of Zxc7e on Gold, amounterh to ten Shillings upon the Ounce, which Ounce 

of Goldſurmounteth the value of an whole pound weight of $:/ver, ; £—1nD a DE Eta, On "T}-4 be 
Forthe avoiding of any ſuppoſed hindrance or diſcouragementto Merchants, in relerence to the importation of Bullion; Itmay be further provided alſo, that no 
Exciſe be put upon Bullion, before it be wrought into Plate: and that the Gold-Smiths dogiveno leſle pricefor Bullion to the Merchantor for workmanſhip to the Silver- 
Smith, then formerly hath been accuſtomed to be given : and that there be no abatement made of the uſual price of old Plate : ſothat the impoſed rates of Exci/e in theſe 
particular Propoſals, relating to Silver and Gold, (without burthening any poor mean?Perſons atall) reflefts and wholly reſts upon the Buyers only, men wealthy, or of 
competent Eſtates, and ſobeſt able to ſparc theſe ſmall inconſiderable proportions, texgding much to Gods glory, and the preſent and tuture good of their Countrey :
